American Indian slaves of clays long gone 
by, and the blood of tho great majority is 
strongly mixed with white, the pure African 
fiat-nosed, thick lipped, coal-black typo be- 
ing rare, if it exists ot all; we saw none. 
They are the same careless, happy-go-lucky, 
live-for-to-day sot that the nice always seems 
to be, and the Bermudians say that as labor- 
ers or farm hands they arc very expensive 
at B, dollar a day on account of their ability 
to make a job last as long as possible. I im- 
agine, however, tliat this applies more to 
meie laboring work than to anything else, 
and it is a common complaint of such work 
wherever I have oeen, and whether the la- 
borer is white or black except, perhaps, in 
the case of Italians; and 1 think we must 
confess Hint-when a man. is working for the 
lowest of all wages and docs not know when 
tlie next job is coming along, he would be 
somewhat less than human if he didn't "sol- 
dier" some. Leaving out the official and 
the leisure classes, the whites are occupied, 
in trade, leaving the work lo be done, by the 
negroes, who not only da the heavy work,' 
but the fishing, the piloting and steam engi- 
neering, i»& \vell as the journey-work of car- 
penters and masons, if a man can be called 
a mason who works in stone with a hatchet, 
a chisel and a handsaw. 


The remarkable characteristic of the negro 


here, however, is liis complete respectability; 
not that ho'is neither drunken nor profane, 
but that lie is so "thoroughly polite. Our 
skipper, with whom we are in very frequent 
contact and for hours at a time, possesses 
the manners of an accomplished butler, with 
ten times .tlie easy grace of the trained ser- 
vant. The otlier day, crossing from Paget 
to Hamilton, the other one went ahead down 
the steps to tho waiting dingey. The boat- 
man stepped forward with the air of a Ches- 
terfield and said quietly and easily: 


''Allow me, madam, the honor of assist- 


ing you." 


And such things are an every day occur- 


ronoo. If one asks a question that is not 
understood the reply invariably is :

Mtwcnlnr Power Derived From Sugar. 
The experiments made by Dr. Vauglmn 


Barley to ascertain the food-producing mus- 


results. It seems that during a twenly-foiu 
hours' fast on ono day, water alone was 
drunk, and, on another, COO grams of sugar 
were taken in an equal quantity of water; 
it was found that the sugar not only pro- 
longed the time before fatigue occurred, but 
caused an increase of 61 to 76 per cent in 
the muscular work done. Again, (he effect 
of suyir added to the meals was investigate'!, 
and the muscle energy-producing effect of 
the sugar was found lo be bo great that 200 
grams added to a small meal increased tho 
total amount'of work done from 6 to 39 per 
cent. Some 260 grams, or about 8 ounces, 
of sugar, on being added to a large mixed 
meal, not only increased the amount of work 
done, from 8 to 16 per cent, but increased 
the resistance against fatigue., and the same 
quantity of sugar added to a full day's diet 
increased largely the day's work. 


—A London journal says that since tho 


introduction of the electric light public per- 
formers aro able to preserve their voices in 
better condition, and arc 60 per cent, more 
often in good voice. They arc cooler, do 
not perspire, and are not husky while sing- 
ing or acting. The atmosphere is better, 
and the equal temperature of tho whole 
building has greatly diminished the risk of 
taking cold. Their throats are not parched 
and their voices not injured so much OB in 
houses where gas-light is used.

BOSTON'S TREMONT HOUSE. 


A Pamphlet Printed in 1830 Describes 


What Was Then a Wonder. 


A curious rolio has been found recently 


In tho shape of a pamphlet describing the 
Tremont House, probably the only copy in 
existence, which was published in 1830 by 
Gray & Bowcn of Boston 


It contains 94 pages and is finely illus- 


trated, 74 pages being devoted to outs und 
plates. 
Excavation was begun in June, 


1828, 
by a company incorporated by tho 


legislature in 1834-B, and on the July 
4th following the cornerstone was laid by 
the Massachusetts Charitable association. 
The building was completed in August 
1829, and opened in October. 


The dining room was heated from two 


open fireplaces and was regarded as a very 
flne apartment in those days. The read- 
"ing room was free to guests, but a small 
annual subscription was required from 
others. 


Rainwater was used in the kitchen 


froni a reservoir in the yard, and a well 
waialso drawn upon in the belief that it 
was inexhaustible. A cistern was placed 
in Tremont place, another in tho cellar 
and two in tho attic. Load plops wore 
used and at that timo wero considered 
wonderful, as was also the use of mortar 
in the flooring. 
It was eonaidered to be extremely well 


guarded against fire, and the staircases 
were thought so wide that inmates could 
easily escape by them, no matter how 
rapid the conflagration might bo. 


The dorio portico and stained glass sky- 


light were the two features in which the 
greatest pride was taken, and the descrip- 
tion" closes by saying that up to the time 
of writing the patronage received by the 
house warranted the belief that it would 
be beneficial as well as ornamental to the

A Curlons Tlclal Wave That Jliprht Pose as 


a Miniature Niagara. 


We had long known that that curious 


freak of tho Fundy tides, the ''bore" or 
tidal wave, appears at Moncton, N B.— 
and nt Moncton only—with overy tide, 
twice a day. 
As wo stopped upon tho 


wharf ono of us said to tho other, "See, 
there comes the bore!" And there it was, 
three miles nway, beyond the bend across 
which we were looking, a long, white, 
level streak, cutting across the river from 
bank to bank. 


Sighting by houses and trees along tho 


shore, wo could measure how swiftly it 
approached, and in a vety fow minutes it 
needed no fiuch help to see that it came 
rolling on with the speed of a railway 
train, showing the low, tumbling outline 
of a broken "roller" on the beach. Nearer 
and nearer, with a sharp, hissing roar, we 
almost bold our breath, waiting for tho 
moment when it should pass beneath our 
feet. 
Ten minutes from the timo we first

THE "SKATER'S PARADISE. , 


Holland tlie Conntry Where All the World 


Skates When There IB I<vo, 


Holland is the patadise of skaters. In 


ibat odd country, *'where up trains run 
on tho down Una and tho cows are tied to 
,he ceiling by their tails," a great many, 
ihings go by contraries, and skating is one 
of them. The weary waiting for a black 
'rest to solidify tho waters of deep lakes 
and treacherous ponds, which in England 
iantallzes the possessor of "Acmes," pre- 
vents his sleeping o' nights and drives 
skatemakers to suicide, is to the Dutch- 
man an unknown mortification. 


Skating ia indeed almost the only vio- 


lent exercise for which the Dutchman has 
any liking, and in tlie winter he holds 
]igh carnival on the lee. The number-of 
skating clubs between northern Brabant 
and Groningen is infinite, but it is the 
provinces north of the Zuyder Zee—Fries- 
land and Groningen—that the best skat- 
ers are to be found. These are the clas- 
sical training grounds of the Dutch lee art- 
ists. 


When there is likelihood of a frost, the 


only thing necessary to secure a good 


surface" is to open the sluices used for 


irrigation anel inundate the great flat 
meadows. Tho operation is superintendeel 
by representatives of the skating clubs in 
the neighborhood. A place of some 0,000 
or 8,000 feet in circumference is staked 
out around a given point, the water is al- 
lowed to flow in until it is of a convenient 
depth, and the sluices are then closed.

The prizes offered on these 
occasions are often of a considerable 
money value, and the funds for providing 
them are supplied by the small sum 
charged for admission to the skating 
ground and the entrance foes palfl by the* 
competitors. 


The competitions are usually of three 


classes—swiftness, elegance and the clear 
ing of obstacles. Tho latter is amazingly 
difficult, even to experts. Yet there are in 
Holland a large number of, skater* wfio 
can with eaee and grace, clear!, 4» full ca- 
reer, the straw covered spaces intendecTto 
represent natural obstacles upon- the Ice 
—London Standard.

TION FOR EARTHLY FOLKS. 


The Whole Atmosphere Sorted With Klec- 


trldty-Tl.e I>»y Comlnn When It Win 
Supply ll«hr, H«al »nd Motl»e Power. 
Coal a Cnrloilty. 
Kll«§ B. Dnnn, ths wonthor observer, 


has been studying atmospheric electricity. 
Tbe Borgciiiit, as they used to call him, 
the farmer

ntonopolies, that war will become a farce, 
because a touch of electricity will make 
the British grenadiers or tho Gorman 
Uhlans or the Scotch highlandora sit 
down on tho cold ground powerless; that 
even tho druams of communication with 
tbo Inhabitants of Mars will become real- 
ities, and tlmt a man will be ablo to strike 
np electricity as. ho docs a parlor match. 


There will bo no more trolley strikes, 


•because there will bo DO more trolleys. 
Mankind v, 111 tap tho atmosphere for al- 
most every convenience or necessity, ex- 
cept food and clothing, and even the cloth- 
ing will bo woven and tbe food cooked by 
atmospborla electricity. Street cleaning 
•will be as easy as the .Mglolan'n "Presto, 
change!" and everybody will live eompar 
•tlvely happy ever after. 
Mr. Dunn Is sure that his Ideas are 


practical andprnctioablo. Tho atmosphere 
to his constant study, and having intro- 
duced general humidity to the publio as 
the principal element In uncomfortable 
days ba hno determined that the moat po- 
tent element for good In the air we breathe 
•hall no longer bo wanted, 
"Why," ho laid, "thewhole atmosphere 


Is soaked with clectrlnlty. 
Tho earth, aa 
is well known, is a storehouse of electric- 
ity. That it passes from tho clouds to tho 
earth wo can see in overy thunderstorm. 
Sarth is a nood conductor, especially damp 
earth, and water is the best conductor pos- 
sible, 


"Every person Is possessed of body elec 


trlcity. 1 ho vital force is all in tho elec- 
trical pouiT you contain In your body. 
When tho day is damp, you become weak- 
ened through tho loss of your bodily elec- 
tricity, bee uuae the atmosphere is a great- 
er conductor ot tho electrical fluid than 
yon/ body, and consequently whnt is in 
your body will pass to this moist, damp. 
air."That is the cause of t!mt tired feeling. 
This passing of tho electricity to tbe at- 
mosphere enervates you to suoh a degree 
that a poruon in H naturally weak state 
will collopno or become much worse by the 
loss of this bodily electricity. 


"Tho atmosphere being charged with 


electricity, and tbo earth being a store- 
house for it, if there weio somo oontrolla- 
blo method of storage devised by which 
you could draw off a moderate amount of 
electricity (it will and keep that force on 
tap all tho tlmo, with an appliance by 
which power could be generated—and 
there is no reason why that can't bo done 
—then atmospheric electricity would make 
all the whoi'ls In tbo world go round. 


"The coal barons would be done up," 


raid Farm i r Dunn savagely, thinking of 
the coal bill for his house In Brooklyn. 
"There would bo no more need of ooal. 
There ought to be enough electricity In 
the atmosphere to supply light and heat 
as well as to do all tho work except the 
housework 
I'm afraid it won't do away 


with thu servant girl question, though it 
will modify It. I expect to live to see the 
tlay of atmospheric electricity on tap. 
It 


will run everything on earth. 
"It Is well known that there is a greater 


number of deaths in tho early morning, 
(ay from 1 a. m. to 4 a. m., than at any 
other tlmo Dickons was aware ot that, 
but he didn't know tho reason. You re- 
member tlmt poor old Feggotty, In 'David 
Copporflolil,' went out with the tide. 
That's right. And it is in tho early morn- 
ing, that the daily ebb of tho atmosphere 
occurs, when the dally atmospheric pres- 
sure Is least. If at that tlmo tho atmos- 
phere Is In a state of saturation, very 
ceavily charged with humidity, then the 
electric foroo leaves a person's body and 
flows to the atmosphere, greatly debilitat- 
ing him v, hen he is in a weakened condi- 
tion. Now, should a person In that state 
bo kipt in extremely dry surroundings, so 
that he could be furnished with an ade- 
quate supply of artificial electricity and 
at tho same time have the humidity re- 
duced, there viould bo, in my opinion, a 
greater chance of prolonging life. 


"If tbo doctors could provide moans to 


supply in uuoh circumstances artificial 
electricity instead of natural, it would 
probably bo very beneficial. Just think of 
itl Hero v.o arc, spending millions of dol- 
lars to generate electricity, when It is all 
around us. and wearebreathlngitl Here's 
another thing: When a current ol elec- 
tricity if generated, whero docs it got It 
can't die. It Is somewhere. I should judge 
that It Is simply adding to she amount of 
electricity In tho atmosphere. 


"It is natural to suppose that as long as 


tho earth Is given to us for useful pur- 
poses the atmosphere was not given for 
nothing. Of course it gives us health and 
breath, as the earth gives us what wo eat, 
but since tbe atmosphere contains elec- 
tricity, and we can use the earth as a pow- 
er for carrying it, as is done by telegraph 
companies, why not use the electricity in 
the atmosphere? 


"Once begin to use it, and there is no 


telling where it would end. War with at- 
mospheric electricity as a factor would 
have to cease. The problem of signaling 
to Man would bo solved. With atmos- 
pheric electricity In control we could 
communicate with all the inhabited plan- 
et*. "—New York World.

Tbe physicians of mediaeval England,

Christian 
physicians, however, called religion to 
their aid. None of their remedies was ad 
ministered without ceremonial. While the 
medicine was being compounded the pa 
tlent would say 13 times ovor one of the 
psalms, beginning "Miserere Mel, Dens, ' 
then several paternosters, "then drink the 
dose and wrap thyself up warm," or he 
would sing the psalm, "Salvum Me Fao, 
Deus," then drink the draft out of a church 
bell, the priest finishing the cure with 
prayer. 


Dr. Croighton remarks that, aa the 


maladies of the middle ages contained an 
unusual element of hysteria, the ceremo- 
nial may not have come amiss as an aid to 
the treatment. Physicians gained consid- 
erable, feegjur their practice, which the poo 
pie appear to bave grudged them. The 
satirical writers constantly accuse them ol 
greed, but those charges were probably 
owing to the prevalence of the idea, not 
yet extinct, that, as "medicine is from the 
Lord God," thu leech was not entitled to 
• money payment.—Spectator.

Do you think that 
a good name to give a shlp-of-warF Then 
suppose you change tbe pronunciation 
and call It Concord, Just as spelled. Does 
it not strike you. Chandler, that there Is a 
degree of Concord In the presence of a ves- 
sel of warf" 


The new ship was called tbe Dolphin, 


bnt the Concord appeared after General 
Arthur bad ceased to have Influence in 
naming tbe ships of the navy.—New York 
Times.

Animal* That Never Sleep. 


According to observation by scientists, 


;here are many creatures which live with- 
out sleep. This is the case with eoine 
members of the Insect tribe, such as the 
mayfly, which only lives for a limited 
number of hours and spends its short 
term of a single day's existence In flying 
over the surface of some stream, never 
pausing to rest or sleep, with some fishes 
and with the animalcules. These last, 
which increase In division and subdivision 
so rapidly as to make their numbers al- 
most past belief, are in ceaseless motion, 
never resting, and sleep In their roase 
would seem to be entirely out of thu ques- 
tion. Fishes are not generally supposed to 
enjoy sleep, although many species do 
periodically rest for about a couple of 
hours at a time. Experiments have shown 
that the salmon, pike, goldfish and angler 
fish do not sleep at all. fishes have no 
eyelids, like the higher mammalia, and 
their brain is very small In proportion to 
their size. Animals which have no real 
brain cannot be said to enjoy true sleep, 
the chief feature of which is the cessation 
of automatic activity of the brain. On the 
other band, there ore some animals which 
obtain an excessive amount of sleep, such 
as snails, which bave been known to sleep 
for four years at a time.—Brooklyn Eagle.
